U. S. Rubber Reclamation 
Stifling British Control 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 
ASHINGTON, May 12.—Further light on the conser- 
vation of rubber by American tire buyers and manu- 
facturers was revealed today in the final report of the survey 
conducted by the Department of Commerce into the use of 
reclaimed rubber as a means of stifling the effect of the Brit- 
ish rubber control under the Stev enson act. 

Forty-five per cent. of the total 
rubber used in, American products | 
last year was reclaimed, as against 
35 per cent. in the previous year, 
25 per cent. in 1924 and 1923 and 
19 per cent. in 1922, the figures 


show. 
Consumption of crude rubber last 


year amounted to 366.000 long tons, 
while 164,000 tons of reclaimed rub- 
ber were used additionally. of 
these amounts it is estimated that 
| 84 per cent. of crude 
| used in tires and tubes,

Truck Transportation 
Held Public Necessity 


St. Paul, Minn., May 12.—In the 
most sweeping decision of its kind 
on record, the Minnesota State 
Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion has held that motor truck 
transportation of freight is a pub- 
lic convenience and necessity, and 
brought to an end the two-year 
fight of railroads for a monopoly 
on freight hauling in this state. 

The decision was made in a gen- 
eral order based on the application 
of the War Transfer Company of 
Anoka to operate a truck freight 
service between that city and the 
Twin Cities.

pyroxylin material. 

Now the department requires that all paint shops using 
inflammable and explosive paints shall ground the airguns 
and the metal to which the paint is being applied; in addi- 
tion a system of forced ventilation must be installed to carry 
off the vapors. 

According to the report, the Briggs company had taken 


more than ordinary precautions to prevent fire and to fight. 


It was 
not, however, prepared ‘for explosion, since this emergency 
was unforeseen. Now that the danger is known, definite 
precautignary measures are possible.

Argentine Laws 
Hamper Car Sales 


Buenos Aijires, May 12.—While 
Argentina, on a purely buying power 
basis, is a promising market enough 
for automobiles, there are a number 
of minor details that make the 
operation and ownership of a car 
somewhat of a tribulation. This 
refers to the licenses for driving,.as 
well as the registration process. 

Before being allowed to undergo 
a test for driving ability, applicants’ 
past histories are closely scrutinized 
by the Hermandad, otherwise known 
as the police, and if the supplicant 
is found never to have been oc- 
cupied in crime he is given a chance 
to have tested, first, his eyesight 
and then his driving ability. This 
attempt costs $4.24 United States 
money, but may be repeated as often 
as desired or necessary, at fortnight- ’ 
ly intervals and upon paying the;
